‘are quarter’d in feveral Villages between Newburg 
and Strasburg. The Chevalier de Chamilly is dead 
of the Wounds that he receiv’d at Fridlingen.

Pars, Noy. 11. They write from Italy of the 

“aath of October, That in the night of the 22d, the 
Garrifon of Berfello fent down the River two Barks 
fill’d with Fireworks and combuftible Stuff to burn 
the Bridge of Guaftalla ; But the two armed Gal- 
liots, difcovering them notwithftanding the Dark- 
nefs, made up to them, funk one and took the other. 
Part of the Men that were on board them were 
‘drown’d or kill’d, the reft got afhore and efcap’d.

The laft Letrers from Italy advife, That if the 
Count de Theffe is recall’d to Court, as is reported, 
the Marquefs de Barbezieres will command in his 
ftead in Mantua ; The Duke of Vendome will take 
up his Quarters in Guaftalla, with a great body of 
Troops ; the Marquefs de Renel in Cremona; and 
the Sieur Albergotti in Modena. 

_ They write from Milan, That the Court of the 
King of Spain is more numerous now, than it was 
when he came thither firft from Spain ; That there 
are 3 Cardinals; 7 or 8 Ambaffadors Extraordinary ; 
14 Grandees of Spain ; and a great number of Nea- 

litan Noblemen ;_ befides the Nobility of the Mi- 
aneze. That his Catholick Majefty, after having 
regulated the Affairs of that Dutchy, will fet out on 
the 5th for Genoa; and that he will not pafs thro’ 
that City, but go to St. Pietro d’Arena to Embark 
for Spain, with the Cardinal d’Etrees whom he has 
made a Councellor del De/pacho Univerfal.

Pars, Nov. 18. They write from Italy, That the 
Armies are ftill in their former Camps, but ‘tis 
thought they will quickly go into their Winter- 
Quarters. The chief places into which the Army 
of the Allies will be difpos’d, are Guaftalla, Modena, 
Reggio, and Colorno in the Parmefan. es 
From the Amfterdam Courants, dated Nov.16 & 23. 

The Journal of che Imperialifts encamp’d near 
Luzara, from OGtober 23 to. Nov.5. 

Oober 23. At break of day we heard the firing 
of imall Arms towards Guaftalla, which makes us 
fuppofe that our Garrifon of Berfello have made fome 
attempt on the Enemys Bridge. The contitinual 
Rains make the Roads very deep. 24. The Enemy 
have carried to Guaftalla that part of their Bridge 
which reach’d from the Ifland near Luzarato the 
other fide of the Po. They continue to repair the 


Ways that they may be able to march in 2 Columns 
towards Guaftalla. Our Parties have brought in 
110 Prifoners. 25. The Enemy have made a tripple 
Difcharge of their Artillery for a Victory which they 
pretend to have gain’d over the Germans on the 
upper Rhine ; of which we have had no advice yet. 
The Noife of the Cannon was not fo loud as for- 
merly, whence we conclude that they have fent 
away their heavieft Pieces. They have made an 
end of carrying the Boats of their Bridge to Gua- 
ftalla, and have fet Fire to their Batteries in the 
Ifand. Our Parties have brought in 1o Prifoners. 
Prince Eugene has order’d the Regiment of Revent- 
lau to march to Governolo from Revere, and Major 
St. Amour to go before with 150 Horfe, to poft 
himfelf there. General Gunteftein is likewife gone 
thither from the Camp with 250 Men. 26. We 
have advice that General Gunteftein has taken Poft 
at Governolo, and retrench’d himfelf there. General 
Vifconti is detach’d to Mirandola with his own Re- 
giment, 50 Dragoons of Savoy, and 300 Foot. Ge- 
neral Vaubon is likewife commanded out with fome 
Horfe to take Poft on the other fide of the Po, fo 
that we have begun to regulate our Winter-Quar- 
ters. Our Parties have brought in 34 Prifoners. 
The Enemy are preparing to break up. Our For- 
ragers having Intelligence that there was fome Corn 
in a Caffine very near rg the Enemy’s Camp, found 
means to fteal into the Cailine, intending to pillage 
it ; the Enemy having notice of it, attack’d them ; 
but they defended themfelves vigoroufly, till a Lieu- 
tenant of ‘the Regiment of Staremberg who lay in 
Ambufh with a Parcy thereabouts, came to their 
Refcue ;_ and then they repuls’d the Enemy, and 
pillag’d the Caifine in view of them. 27. We have 
forrag’d with the lofs of a Servant and a Trooper 
only, our Parties have brought in 14 Prifoners, 
28. Collonel Paul Diack is come back with his 
Party of 47 Horfe; near Pizzighitone he met with 
fome Officers and Soldiers with their Servants to the 
number of 50, of which he kill’d moft of the Off- 
cers, brought in 4 of them Prifoners, and relcas’d 2 
others that were wounded on their Parole. 29, We 
have forrag’d with the lofs of 3 or 4 Men; Tht 
Trumpet that conducted the Marfhal de Villeroy to 
the Frontiers of the Milaneze is return'd, and we 
expect Captain Zirotin, who accompany’d him to 
Mian. 30. We forrag’d under the Convoy of Licv- 
tenant Collone] Hautois. He advanc’d to attacka 
Party of 300 of the Enemy who fhew’d themfelves, 
but they would nor ftand to receive him. Our Parties 
have brought in ro Prifoners. The Troops of Savo 

have fent away their heavy Cannon from the Enemy’s 
Camp, whence they continue to convey their moft 
cumberfome Baggage to places of Security ; which 
wetake fora Sign that they will foon decamp.31.The 
Deferters confirm that the Enemy is ready to break 
up. One of our Enfigns who was abroad with 40 
Men, was attack’d by 400 of the Enemy ; but not- 
withftanding the Inequality of the Number, they 
made a ftout Refiftance, and 13 of them came off ; 
tho’ there being but 2 of 3 kill’d, “tis prefum’d the 
reft are taken. Nov.1. The Enemy underftanding 
by the Deferters which way we intended to Forrage, 
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order'd all Piquet to advance, which confifted 
of feveral thoufand Men, who took 50 or 60 of out 
Soldiers and Servants, and fome Horfes. We forrag’d 
at the fame time towards Bondanazzo, where the 
Enemy would have fallen upon us likewife,but Licu- 
cenant Collonel Breuncr who commanded our Men, 
fent the Forragers into the Camp with the For- 
rage, and keeps the Field with the Convoy all night, 
2. Count Brevner return’d at break of day ; General 
Vifconti, who is in Mirandola, has put 250 Men 
jnto St. Felice ; Captain Gregois being our a For 
raging towards Rovere, the French Huffars with 
fome Horfe fallied out of Carpi; whom he charg’d, 
and made to give ground, bur they being reinfore’d 
from Carpi he was oblig’d to draw off He loft 
but 2 Men, and the Enemy 10. 3. We have for- 
rag’d, and the Enemy Fortaging likewife at the fame 
time, the Convoys have Skirmith’d afl the day with- 
out any confidetable lofs on either fide. 4. Our 
Scouts bring word, That the Troops of Savoy de- 
camp’d at Sun-fet. Major St. Amour has taken 3 
Men near one of the Gates of Mantua. General Gun- 
reftein has taken Poft near Gonzaga, into which he 
has puta Garrifon. 5. Laft night we heard a great 
Noife in the Enemy’s Camp. In the Morning advice 
caine, that their whole Army decamp’d two hours 
before day. Immediately we march’d into their Re- 
trenchments, but the Weather being very Foggy, it 
was not jude’d convenient to follow them. Yet the 
Marquets de Vaubonne was detach’d with 50 Horfe 
roobierve which way the Enemy march’d ; who feil 
in among their Baggage in the Fog, cut off 13 Men, 
and took 30 Horfes and as many Mules: So that if 
he had had a greater Force with him, he might have 
taken goed part of their Baggage, and fome of their 
Artillery. We fent out 2000 Horfe to try what 
might be done, but they came too late. According 
to the Report of fome of our Scouts, the Enemy are 
marching towards Reggiolo, others fay they are go- 
ing to Guaftalla and Goito; that they have made 
Provifion for a March of 6 Days, and thar they have 
drawn all their Cavalry out of Carpi, Modena, and 
other Places, but on what Defign we ate yet to feek, 
Mean time we have detach’d feveral Parties of 
Huffars to difcover whither rhey bend their March.
